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Violence mars historic neighborhood 


Wilmington man stabbed to death 


WILMINGTON - Joseph 
DiPrisco, 46, pleaded not guilty 
Monday morning in Woburn 
District Court on a charge of 
first-degree murder. He is 
accused of fatally stabbing a 
man in a North Wilmington 
neighborhood Saturday after- 
noon. 

Paul DeFilippo, 48, was 
stabbed several times in the 
driveway of his residence at 31 
High Street Saturday, allegedly 
after an argument with the sus- 
pect DiPrisco. 

DiPrisco, a HVAC foreman 
working in Somerville, was 
ordered held without bail and 
will reappear in court 
December 16 for a probable 
cause hearing. Assistant 
District Attorney Joseph 
Gentile is assigned to the case. 

The Crier spoke with 
DiPrisco’s Attorney, Jeff Karp. 

“From the information we 
have it’s clearly a case of self- 
defense,” said Karp, repeating 
his courtroom comments. “We 
fully expect as the evidence 
plays out in court a jury will 
amen? 

Police were called to the High 
Street home at approximately 3 
pm Saturday, said a statement 
released jointly from the 
Middlesex District Attorney’ 
Gerry Leone’s office and 
Wilmington Police Chief 
Michael Begonis. When police 
arrived officers found 
DeFilippo in the driveway suf- 
fering from multiple stab

Police first briefly questioned 
DiPrisco who, according to 
court documents, reportedly 
blurted out, “We need an ambu- 
lance, please don't let him die.” 
DiPrisco was standing in the

Family benefits from big hearts of friends and neighbors

WILMINGTON - As the say- 
ing goes, when a door closes, 
somewhere a window opens. 
For the Lydon family, the win- 
dows were replaced. Twenty- 
five of them in fact, along with 
siding, a roof, a septic system, 
and a deck. In fact, the Lydon 
family will even be able to 
move into an enormous addi- 
tion built almost entirely with 
donated materials, labor, and 
the love of friends. This is 
Extreme Makeover, Wilming- 
ton Style. 

After tearing three ligaments 
in his ankle last year and fol- 
lowing the lengthy rehab 
process, Paul Lydon, 40, noticed 
a persistent weakness in his 
legs. His doctors shifted into 
high gear and after a battery of 
neurological tests he received 
his diagnosis. ALS. 

Amyotrophic lateral sclerosis 
(ALS), often referred to as 
"Lou Gehrig's Disease," is a 
progressive neurodegenerative 
disease that affects nerve cells 
in the brain and the spinal 
cord, according to the ALS 
Association. To those affected 
by ALS, it is a devastating diag-

nosis. 

“It’s just been such a crushing 
blow. I'm worried about the 
kids, my wife. It's hard to raise 
4 young kids, now I’m getting to 
the point where I am not as 
helpful as I would like to be. My 
wife is such a strong and capa- 
ble person, she’s just been a 
rock through the whole thing,” 
said Paul. “Were the roles 
reversed I would have crum- 
bled under the pressure a long 
time ago.” 

Sitting in his neurologist’s 


office with his wife, Alice, Paul 
says getting the news was “the 
low point of my life to date.” 

He spent the weekend telling 
family and friends, who 
responded with tears, stunned 
looks, and offers of help. They 
have not expressed the extent 
of his illness to their four chil- 
dren, Joseph, 7, Sean, 5, Liam, 
3 1/2, and Molly who turns two 
next month 

Soon the fundraisers and ben- 
efits began. One group of 
friends practically hijacked a

fundraising walk along the 
Charles River, raising $8,000 for 
the Lydon family. Another 
event combined Alice’s large 
family and network of friends 
from her native Watertown and 

Paul's family and friends from 
Newton into a silent and live 
auction that raised over $52,000 
in just a few hours. The item 
that garnered the highest purse 
was a 2.5-carat tennis bracelet 
donated by Descartes Jewelers, 
the same place that Paul pur- 
chased an engagement ring 
and wedding band for Alice 13 
years ago. 

The Lydon’s neighbors, Deb 
and Al Marzi, rallied the troops 
in Wilmington to build a sub- 
stantial addition to their 
Nassau Avenue home and get it 
done fast, considering the rate 
of aggression. 

“We knew that he would have 
readjust his house,” said Deb 
Marzi. “He has a split gambrel 
and it’s almost at the point that 
he'll not be able to go up to his 
bedroom on the third floor.

WHO OWNS YOUR

income tax. The not-so-good

accrued vacation time during 
the course of the investigation. 
He is scheduled to retire 
November 30 though he will not 
return to work, continuing to 
use vacation time. 

“He’s not coming back. 
Obviously it’s a significant step 
to have taken, I think it demon- 
strated the seriousness of what 
took place.” 

By retiring LaRivee will be 
able to keep his pension. 
Though, should he face serious 
criminal charges his pension 
will be in jeopardy. Retiring so 
early will cost him thousands of 
dollars in his pension. He will 
no longer be licensed to carry a 
gun. 

Selectman Michael McCoy 
expressed disappointment over 
the retirement. 

“Given the seriousness of the 
issues, this was really bad, poor 
judgment,” said McCoy of 
LaRivee’s storage of weapons. 
“I’m sure this officer has given 
many good years of service to 
this town. We're lucky that 
these kids did cooperate with 
police to find the guns and 
ammunition. Once again, what 
if firefighters responded to a 
fire with live ammunition in the 


building or the danger a police 
officer doing a routine traffic 
check would face if one of those 
weapons got into the hands of 
gangbangers?” 

McCoy does not suggest that 
LaRivee should have been ter- 
minated, a move that might not 
have withstood the scrutiny of a 
labor review board. 

“We should have waited until 
the process had taken place, 
received the results of the 
investigation and made the 
determination at that time,” 
said McCoy. “It’s premature to 
make the decision at this time.” 

McCoy would not speculate on 
any other course of action. 

At least eleven youths report- 
edly were aware of an uninhab- 
ited house on Woburn Street 
that was filled with firearms 
and other weapons, including a 
grenade, and allegedly entered 
the property and removed a 
variety of items. As word 
leaked out from the circle of 
young men about the weapons 
cache police began an investi- 
gation and moved swiftly to 
identify the kids involved, 
secure the safety of all the stu- 
dents, faculty and staff at the 
Shawsheen Tech, and recover 
all the weapons. 


Caira_ praised Wilmington 
Police for their thorough and 
rapid response to the investiga- 
tion into stolen guns from 
LaRivee’s rented Woburn Street 
house. 

“Their priorities were in the 
right place, first and foremost 
to make sure everyone was pro- 
tected and secondarily to 
account for the weapons. I 
think they did a good job under 
some extraordinary circum- 
stances,” said Caira. 

Four suspects were arrested, 
classified as adults and 
arraigned in Wobura District 
Court two weeks ago. They 
remain on 24-hour detainment 
with electronic monitoring 
ankle bracelets at their homes 
pending a pre-trial hearing in 
January. Two others arrested 
are juveniles and their cases 
are not public, but being han- 
died through Lowell District 
Court. 

Caira says that Wi n 
Police have nearly oe 
their investigation. Jessica 
Venezia, spokesperson for the 
Middlesex District Attorney's 
Office, confirmed that an inves- 
tigation is still ongoing.

David Wagner will discuss his 
new book "Ordinary People: In 
and Out of Poverty in the 
Gilded Age" on Saturday 
December 6th from 2:00-3:00 
PM at the Tewksbury Public 
Library.

DiPrisco’s girlfriend, Jennifer 
Murphy. DiPrisco also alleged- 
ly admitted to the officer at the 
scene and then again later at 
the police department that he 
stabbed the victim. 

Police turned DeFilippo over, 
saw his chest covered in blood, 
and began administering life 
support. When EMTs arrived 
DeFilippo was transported by 
ambulance to Lahey Clinic 
where we was later pronounced 
dead. 

Police arrested DiPrisco at 
the scene. Both the defendant 
and the victim lived at the 
house and were known to each 
other, said the D.A.’s press 
release. Court documents show 
that Helen “Ann” Bedard of 
North Street owns the house. 
Bedard’s mother had formerly 
lived in the home but passed 
away early this year. Bedard

Wilmington High School senior 
quarterback Steve Stewart kept 
up his incredible season by scor- 
ing three more touchdowns and 
rushing for 121 yards on 16 car- 
ries leading the Wildcats past 
Triton Regional, 27-14, in a Cape 
Ann League game played on 
Friday night at Alumni 
Stadium. 

The Wildcats, who before the 
game received notification that 
Lawrence forfeited their victory 
over Wilmington due to violat- 
ing a MIAA rule, closes out the 
CAL schedule with a 41 record 
and 91 overall mark. If 
Masconomet loses to North 
Andover on Thanksgiving Day, 
Wilmington will end up as co- 
champions of the league along 
with the Chieftains, who would 
then advance to the playoffs 
because of its win over the 
Wildcats. 

-Wilmington was able to get its 
ninth win of the season behind 
936 yards of offense, including 
the performance by Stewart, as 
well as 85 second half rushing 
yards by sophomore Kevin 
Moriarty, and 48 yards on the 

und with a touchdown by 
senior captain Anthony Nihan, 
the team’s fullback. 

“41 was really happy with the 
@fensive line tonight,” said 
first-year coach Mike Barry. “I 
thought we ran the ball very 
wéll and I’m pretty happy 
with the way we passed the ball 
tonight as well. After we estab- 
lished the run I thought (Steve 
Stewart) did a nice job connect- 

‘on a few of those passes.” 

“With ten games under his belt, 
‘Stéwart has rushed for 889 yards 
with 14 touchdowns, as well as 
completing 51-of-103 passes for 
598 yards including five touch- 
down strikes. He has accounted 
for 47 percent of the team’s 2,981 
total offensive yards. 

Stewart went right to work 
after the Wildcat defense held 


57 yards untouched through the 
middle of the Vikings defense 
for the game’s first touchdown. 
His PAT kick was good and the 
Wildcats had a quick 7-0 lead 
just 3:46 into the game. 

The score remained 7-0 until 
the ‘Cats begun a drive on its 
own 26 with 7:21 left in the sec- 
ond quarter. After several small 
gains, Stewart connected with 
senior wide out Mike 
Manganelli for a 19yard com- 
pletion putting the ball into 
Triton territory. From there, the 
Wildcats mixed up the run and 
the pass nicely, with Nihan get- 
ting the ball twice for 19 com- 
bined yards and Stewart hitting 
Scott Bonica with a pair of pass- 
es for a combined 15 yards. That 
put the ball on the Triton 12, and 
Stewart went 11 yards to the 1- 
yard line on his first carry, 
before finishing off the drive 
with a 1-yard QB keeper.

Regional, 27-14, to up its record 
to +1 

Hector Longo of the Tribune 
reported on Friday that: 
“Halfback Anthony DeJesus, a 
Haverhill High transfer, is the 
ineligible player in question. 
DeJesus never received a waiv- 
er from the Massachusetts 
Interscholastic Athletic 
Association to play as a fifth- 
year senior. 

“After transferring from 
Haverhill High last summer, 
DeJesus said he had made up 
enough credits in the course of 
one academic year to become a 
senior this fall. He had been 
cleared by the school to resume 
play with the football team, but 
the MIAA mandated waiver 
process for a fifth-year senior 
was never taken care of.” 

Lawrence was on its way to its 
second best season in the past 
27 years, but this oversight 
neg that. 

"Basically, it was oversight in 
the past on my part,” Lawrence 
Athletic Director Tim Finn told 
Longo. “This year was his fifth 
year and he hadn't been grant- 
ed clearance. We self-reported 
the problem as soon as we dis- 
covered it." 

Wilmington High Football 
coach Mike Barry was asked 
about the situation after his 
Wildcats came away with the 
win over Triton on Friday 
night. 

“I don't know what to say,” he 
said. “I give Lawrence credit 
for doing the right thing I 
guess. I know the Lawrence 
coaches have worked real hard, 
and you look at their record 
and that’s tough. He’s a real 
good guy. Technically we're 9-1 
and I give Lawrence credit for 
doing what they thought was 
the right thing. I'd probably do 
the same thing - I know I'd do 
the same thing. It’s just an 
awkward situation.” 

The forfeit victory now gives 
Wilmington and outside shot 
(extremely slim) of becoming 
co-champions of the Cape Ann 
League Large School Division 
only if North Andover knocks 
off Masconomet on 
Thanksgiving Day. 

“We're still in the hunt but I 
think Masco owns all of the 
tiebreakers,” said Barry. “You 
have to give Masco credit 
because they took care of busi- 
ness.”

A community 


They stood in a balmy mid- 
November mist under some 
small floodlights by a grill 
stacked with well-done burgers. 
Pass the food and share the 
memories - Jackie Fullerton’s 
friends and family were back in 
town, where their hearts and 
minds will always rest with a 
classmate and a brother. 

Wilmington pounded Triton- 
Regional, 27-14 in a Cape Ann 
League football game played 
hours later at Alumni Stadium, 
and long before that victory, 
WHS students - especially those 
in Lisa Lucia’s English class - 
were here to help prepare for 
what would be a family-reunion 
of sorts that honored a young 
man who played ever-so-briefly 
for the Wilmington High School 
varsity football team of 1964. 

It was January, 31 1968. 
Fullerton died on that date so 
long ago in the Saigon Tet 
Offensive, but his memory was 
very much alive Friday night, 
as members of this season’s 
WHS football varsity wore his 
number 36 on the backs of their 
helmets as others wore their 
hearts and love for Jackie on 
their sleeves while serving up 
many memories. 

It was an event triggered by 
Wilmington’s friend-to-many- 
veterans Fred Shine, who 
weeks ago spoke to Lucia’s 
class at Wilmington High 
School. The students were 
moved by Shine and his story of 
courage surrounding Fullerton 
and friends John Rich, Robert 
Parent and Richard Welch, all 
of whom saw duty and died in 
Vietnam. The WHS seniors lis- 
tened and learned before their 
journey to the Moving Wall 
when it came to Wilmington 
days later. 

“Fred was very candid with 
the class. The kids could ask 
him anything,” said Lucia as 
she mingled with past and pre- 
sent students of Wilmington 
High School. “They all talked 
about it days after he spoke 
with the class. Four of my stu- 
dents were telling me today 
that they thought that Fred was 
so cool, and that they couldn't 
wait to grow up and be older 
just like him. To see this per- 
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son, this Vietnam Veteran giv- 
ing back to this community, 
that’s what the kids were talk- 
ing about days later. They told 
me that we should do more of 
this tailgating with the ‘older 
generation’ of Wilmington.” 

Lucia herself was moved by 
watching the interaction of 
some people that hadn't seen 
one another in many years. It 
was the stuff she says, that 
makes her life and work in 
Wilmington so worthwhile. Her 
memories of this night and of 
Fullerton’s family and friends 
will be filed in that forever-to- 
be-cherished memory bank. 

“I plan on staying in 
Wilmington forever. I love 
everything about this town - 
the library, the athletics, the 
senior center -everything. I 
just love this community. It’s 
got to be the best place to come 
to school every day.” 

Wilmington High School's 
Athletic Director and former 
football coach Ed Harrison is 
all-business on game-day, but 
this Friday night, it was not 
business-as-usual for him, as he 
walked among the memories 
and went over the pregame pro- 
gram with Shine that included 
an honor guard and a tribute to 
Fullerton that took everyone 
back to the day that Jackie 
died. It tried no one’s patience. 
The game could wait. This was 
Jackie’s time to shine. It was 
what that number 36 on the 
back of all those helmets was 
all about 

“All of these kids (about 40 
students, most of them seniors) 
were out here about 4:30 this

afternoon helping to set things 
up,” offered Harrison before 
kickoff. “This all started when 
the Moving Wall came to town. 
Fred Shine and a couple of 
other Veterans spoke to some 
classes, and it just took off. To 
do something like this, even 40 
years later, is good, because it 
gets the kids talking about his- 
tory and a war that too often is 
not talked about.” 

Eighty-year-old Frank Kelley 
taught and coached many 
freshmen during his years at 
Wilmington High School, and it 
is not exaggerating to say that 
he remembers them all, from 
their math test scores to a 
track meet result. Before head- 
ing off to a quick dinner of a 
hot dog and some home-made 
chili, Kelley stopped and talked 
about a freshman that would 
have been a member of the 
WHS graduating class of 1967 
had he not left for Vietnam and 
served his country with honor 
until the day he died. 

“This class of 1967 (many on 
hand for this night) gets togeth- 
er in the summer for a cookout, 
they’re just doing it a little ear- 
lier this year. They all still 
think of Jackie. He was a good 
kid. They were all good kids,” 
said Kelley. 

Wally Fullerton saw this night 
not only as a way to honor his 
brother, but classmate Welch, 
who died in Vietnam and is also 
remembered on the Moving 
Wall. 

“I remember that Richard 
Welch and I had on the same 
suit coats in our class pictures. 
We swapped coats for the pic- 
tures,” says Wally of the days 
when it wasn’t always possible 
for a family of eight to have a 
coat for every occasion. “I 
loved Richard Welch. He was 
like my brother, just like 
Jackie.” 

Jim Newhouse was in the 
starting backfield on that 1964 
team that included players 
Billy Ritchie, Dick Page and 
Doug Dayton. Jack Fullerton 
was way down on the football 
depth chart, but he was front 
and-center with Newhouse, a 
WHS graduate of 1965. “He was 
just a tough, hard working kid

from Wilmington like me,” says 
Newhouse. Like most guys from 
Wilmington. That’s what makes 
the town so special to a teacher 
like Lucia and a_ grizzled 
Friday-night lights veteran like 
Harrison. 

Then, there is that other gen- 
eration of Fullertons-born and 
raised in Wilmington, loving 
football and everything about 
this night. Paul Fullerton still 
lives and works in Wilmington, 
and his sons Derek and Scott, 
both former football standouts 
at Wilmington High School and 
Shawsheen Tech respectively, 
were not thinking about a 
game, but about their uncle and 
those memories they carry 
back from when they were tod 
dlers until today. 

“I've never seen anything like 
this, honoring a Vietnam 
Veteran with a tailgate party 
before a football game,” says

pact on comfort. The knees of 
the person sitting should fit 
comfortably over the edge of 
the chair. A tall person with 
long legs will need extra depth 
to avoid cramped knees dou- 
bling as a chin support. 

*Height-Another important 
step is to search for a chair 
with a back that will fit each 
person accordingly.

space to feel at ease; while 
other families with tall individ- 
uals may need to opt for an ex- 
tralong sofa.
